ODD TALE IS, CONFIRMED 


American, Frenchman and a 


German Believed to Have 


Located Lost Digging 


' 
PANAMA CITY, July 21—(UP) 


—Government sources said today 
that they had confirmed a dream- 
like story from remote Chiriqui 
province of the find by three pros- 
pectors, an American, a French- 
man and a German, of 6,000 pounds 
of 
purest 
gold in bars, worth 


something like $3,000,000. 


Belief waa growing that 
the 


prospectors had stumbled on 
a 


mine of fabulous wealth, worked 
centuries ago by the Spanish con- 
quistadores, of which all trace had 
been lost. 


News of the reported find has 


been coming from the province for 
a week, and every new report, as 
the government Investigated, tend- 
ed to magnify rather than mini- 
mize the importance of the discov- 
ery. 


Now provincial police have the 


treasure—120 bars of gold, each 
weighing 50 pounds, according to 
the government statement — un- 
der guard. 


The government intends to sen 


two planes to the area, today to Jolr 
three already sent. So remote 
the district that It will be neces 
sary first to transport the gold bj 
horse and mule trains. Then polic 
trucks will take it to the neares 
practicable landing place for air 
planes, and it will be brought here 
by air. 


Find Ancient Mine 


The story of the find, according 


to dispatches which have reachec 
here in fragmentary form since 
July 15, is as follows: 


Arring Thorpe, American; Joan 


nes van Steck, a Frenchman, and 
Antonio Hill, a German, were proa 
pectlng near the tiny wild settle 
ment of Piedra Candela In Chiri- 
qui province. 
, 


Van Steck was driving a atake 


in the ground. The ground collap- 
sed under him and a black tunne 
was disclosed. Excitedly, the pros- 
pectors went down into the tunne 
and there found gleaming dark- 
ly the gold bars, obviously hidden 
there for centuries. The bars bore 
the seal of the old Spanish crown 


Mawacre Likely 


The theory was that there, at the 


foot of the Santa Maria mountains, 
was the famed La Estrella mine 
which prospectors have sought for 
200 years. It was suggested that 
natives, outraged at the cruel 
treatment of the Conquistadores, 
ambushed a treasure train, killed 
all its men and buried them with 
their gold and personal belongings 
in the mine tunnel. This belief was 
strengthened 
because 
mingled 


with the bars were rusted wea- 
pons and gold mining and gold 
washing equipment. 


Natives learned of the find and 


rushed to the scene. So did pro- 
vincial police, who put a machine 
gun guard at the spot. Police re- 
inforcements were sent from here 
as soon as the government began 
to believe that the story of the find 
was true. 


The first story was that the 


prospectors found 35 bars. As soon 
as police arrived they reported to 
the government that not 35 bars 
but 80 were found—and now the 
story is that there were 120. 


This is explained by the state- 


ment that, maddened by the find, 
they fell out among themselves! 
Van Steck, the Frenchman, told 
provincial authorities that he left 
the scene to report the find to the 
government and file a treasure 


- trove claim which would give the 


prospectors 50 per cent of 
their 


find. He alleged that Hill, the Ger- 
man, 
told natives that he—Van 


Steck—would not return and that 
the natives the prospectors 
had 


hired could not be paid. Van Steck 
said he returned, reassured the 
natives, and Hill fled to the hills. 


These charges convinced authori- 


ties here that they had better act 
promptly. Col, Manuel Pino, chief 
of police of Panama, left for the 
spot Sunday with three chartered 
planes and police reinforcements.

CHICAGO, July 21. — Gov. M. 


Clifford Townsend of Indiana Is 
rapidly coming into the national 
spotlight. 


Recently he arranged a 
truce 


whereby 12,000 Inland Steel strik- 
ers returned to work at East Chi- 
cago, Ind. 


Then, a week later, he announc- 


ed a truce with the more recalci- 
trant Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
Co., and the C. I. O. at Its Indiana 
Harbor plant. 


Although the company denied it 


had "compromised" its attitude to- 
ward the C. I. O., arrangements 
were made for striking 
employes 


to resume work. 


Governor Townsend, who prides 


himself on being able to turn a 
straight furrow with a plow, and 
who shuns cut-aways and formal- 
ity to wade Indiana swamps coon 
hunting, established a labor truce 
after three other governors had 
passed up his conference and a 
federal mediation board had failed. 


How Truce Was Arranged 
The story 
of 
how Governor 


Townsend averted bloodshed in the 
Indiana steel region along Lake 
Michigan, after the governors of 
Ohio, Illinois and Michigan had 
failed to appear at his conference, 
Is one in keeping with his struggle 
from poverty to the office of the 
state's chief executive. (It must be 
said, however, that Gov. Frank 
Murphy of Michigan, the most 
successful peacemaker among the 
governors, had settled virtually all 
the major labor disputes in his 
state; thus his presence was not 
essential.) 


The ace card 
that Governor 


Townsend held up his sleeve is six 
days and nights of feverish negoti- 
ations, that preceded the 
Inland 


Steel truce, was tie state militia. 


The moment was critical. Steel 


companies said they would 
open 


their plants. Strikers 
said they 


would prevent the opening. Gov- 
ernor Townsend quietly mobilized 
several thousand 
guardsmen In 


their barracks in the steel 
area 


and elsewhere for "training pur- 
poses". Neither side knew what he 
was going to do with the militia. 


Governor Townsend, displaying 


-he calm firmness with which he 
lad stilled many a fight in 
the 


state senate where he was presid- 
ng officer for years, said: 


"My plan is so fair and so simple 


worked in the oil fields, driving a 
team at 11 a day and saved $50 
with which, he enrolled in Marion 
college. He paid his tuition, bought 
a $7.50 suit, paid his room rent, 
and had 36 cents left. 
After 
a 


struggle he graduated and became 
a teacher. He soon became super- 
intendent of Blackford and later 
Grant county schools. He married 
the daughter of a Quaker 
land 


owner and managed his stepfa- 
ther's farms1. 


He was rejected for service in 


the war because of a foot wound 
suffered while hunting as a boy 
and became a Red Cross minute 
man. In 1923 he was elected to the 
legislature and stood for taxation 
reform. He was active in the Farm 
Bureau federation. 
He outran 


President Roosevelt on the Indiana 
ballot when nominated for lieuten- 
ant governor. 


Since Taking Office 


Since becoming governor. Town- 


send has sponsored and seen en- 
acted strigent safety 
legislation. 


He cut $400,000 from the operating 
expenses of the Indiana state fair 
and put the fair on a paying basis. 
He has a balanced budget and 
enough money in the treasury to 
finance security provisions without 
added taxes. His labor department 
has brought peace in numerous 
strikes. Its efforts have returned 
40,000 striking men to work 
in 


three months. 


Governor Townsend's friends al- 


ready are talking of the vice pres- 
idential nomination in 1940. Town- 
send prefers to talk about his farm 
in Grant county, and of hunting, 
fishing, and of his family.

—Three state representatives, who 
were standing in the rotunda of 
the state house, wouldn't believe it. 


A 'state highway official said it 


couldn't be done. 


The governor himself scratched 


his head and said he hadn't heard 
about it. 


But on the fifth floor of the Wy- 


andotte building a state official 
has been working every day for 
three months without a salary and 
without any hope of getting a sal- 
ary. 


He is Roy L. Wildermuth, for- 


mer chairman of the state relief 
commission. On April 15, the leg- 
islature saw fit to cut off relief in 
Ohio, and Wildermuth's job, along 
with his 5500 a month salary, stop- 
ped on that date. 


There's nothing unusual about 


the whole thing, Wildermuth ex- 
plained today. 


"We worked up here for a long 


time, gathering statistics and keep- 
ing records of relief trends," he 
said.

ODD TALE IS CONFIRMED 


American, Frenchman and a 


German Believed to Have 


Located Lost Digging

PANAMA CITY, Ju ly 21— (UP) 
>—Government sou rces said today 
that they had confirmed a dream­ 
like story from remote Chiriqu i 
i 
province of the find by three pros- 
^ 
pectors, an American, a French­ 
man and a German, of 6,000 pou nds 
of 
pu rest 
gold 
in bars, worth 
something like $ 3,000,000. 
Belief was growing that 
the 
prospectors had stu mbled on 
a 
mine of fabu lou s wealth, 
worked 
centu ries ago by the Spanish con­ 
qu istadores, of which all trace had 
been lost. 
News of the reported find has 
been coming from the province for 
a week, and every new report, as 
the government Investigated, tend- 
^ 
ed to magnify rather than mini­ 
mize the importance of the discov­ 
ery. 
Now provincial police have the 
treasu re—120 bars of gtild, each 
weighing 50 pou nds, according to 
^ 
the government statem ent — u n­ 
der gu ard. 
The government intends to send 
two planes to the area today to Join 
three already sent. So remote is 
the district that it will be neces- 
, 
sary first to transport the gold by 
horse and mu le trains. Then police 
tru cks will take It to the nearest 
practicable landing place for air­ 
planes, and it will be brou ght here 
by air. 
I 
Find Ancient Mine 
The story of the find, according 
to dispatches which have reached 
here in fragm entary form since 
Ju ly 15, is as follows: 
A rring Thorpe, American; Joan­ 
nes van Steck, a Frenchman, and 
Antonio Hill, a German, were pros­ 
pecting near the tiny wild settle­ 
m ent of Piedra Candela in Chiri­ 
qu i province. 
Van Steck was driving a stake 
in the grou nd. The grou nd collap­ 
sed u nder him and a black tu nnel 
was disclosed. Excitedly, the pros­ 
pectors went down Into the tu nnel 
and there fou nd gleaming dark­ 
ly the gold bars, obviou sly hidden 
there for centu ries. The bars bore 
the seal of the old Spanish crown. 
Massacre Likely 
The theory was that there, a t the 
foot of the Santa M aria mou ntains, 
w^as the famed La E strella mine 
which prospectors have sou ght for 
200 years. It was su ggested that 
natives, 
ou traged 
a t 
the 
cru el 
treatm ent of the Conqu istadores, 
ambu shed a treasu re train, killed 
all its men and bu ried them with 
their gold and personal belongings 
in the mine tu nnel. This belief was 
strengthened 
becau se 
mingled 
with the bars were ru sted wea­ 
pons and gold mining and gold 
washing equ ipment. 
N atives learned of the find and 
ru shed to the scene. So did pro­ 
vincial police, who pu t a machine 
gu n gu ard a t the spot. Police re­ 
inforcements were sent from here 
as soon as the government began 
to believe that the story of the find 
W'as tru e. 
The first story was 
that 
the 
prospectors fou nd 35 bars. As soon 
as police arrived they reported to 
the government that not 35 bars 
bu t 80 were fou nd—and now the 
story is that there were 120. 
This is explained by the state­ 
m ent that, maddened by the find, 
they fell ou t among themselves! 
Van Steck, the Frenchman, told 
provincial au thorities that he left 
the scene to report the find to the 
government and file a treasu re 
- trove claim which wou ld give the 
prospectors 50 per cent of 
their 
find. He alleged that Hill, the Ger­ 
man, told natives that he—Van 
Steck—wou ld not retu rn and that 
the natives the prospectors 
had 
hired cou ld not be paid. Van Steck 
said he retu rned, reassu red the 
natives, and Hill fled to the hills. 
These charges convinced au thori­ 
ties here that they had better act 
promptly. Col. Manu el Pino, chief 
of police of Panam a, left for the 
spot Su nday with three chartered 
planes and police reinforcements.

Recently he arranged a 
tru ce 
whereby 32.000 Inland Steel strik ­ 
ers retu rned to work at East Chi­ 
cago, Ind. 
Then, a week later, he annou nc­ 
ed a tru ce with the more recalci­ 
tran t You ngstown Sheet & Tu be 
Co.. and the C. I. O. at its Indiana 
H arbor plant. 
Althou gh the company denied it 
had “compromised” its attitu de to­ 
ward the C. I. O., arrangem ents 
were made for striking employes 
to resu me W'ork. 
Governor Townsend, who prides 
himself on being able to tu rn a 
« tralght fu rrow with a plow, and 
who shu ns cu t-aw ays and form al­ 
ity to wade Indiana swamps coon 
hu nting, established a labor tru ce 
after three other governors 
had 
passed u p his conference 
and

ASHINGTON — There has been no ex- 


aggeration about reports that the 


President is worried over the Japanese- 
Chinese conflict. In private talk with his 
State Department advisers he has indica- 
ted that he is more worried about this than 
about any other problems facing him—in- 
cluding the Supreme Court fight. 


The two chief factors which cause worry 


are: 


1. Fear that war between Japan and 


China will spread to the rest of the world. 
Should Russia come into the fray against 
her" traditional enemy, then Japan's ally 
Germany would immediately follow, and 
the fat would be in the fire. 


2. More immediate is necessity of the 


United States declaring an arms embargo 
against both Japan and China under the 
Neutrality Act. This would mean a tre- 
mendous handicap to China and none at 
all to Japan, for Japan has ample arma- 
ment and Avar supplies while China has al- 
most none. 


Among the President's advisers it is felt 


that this advantage should not be thrown 
to Japan if there is any way to get ai-ound 
it. They consider China a traditional friend 
of the United States, while Japan's imperi- 
alistic ambitions and her plans for the divi- 
sion of China—to put it mildly—are not 
ideals which the United States wants to 
further. 


That is why every telegram from Ameri- 


can envoys in the Orient is sent to the 
White House immediately, and why Roose- 
velt gets a personal report from State De- 
partment experts at least twice a day.

Tammany Congressman Sol Bloom, jocu-

But now it looks as if he would be- 
come the Man Who Preserved the Consti- 
tution. 


Sol is a shrewd operator. A few years 


ago he grabbed several hundred juicy 
plums through the George Washington Bi- 
centennial Commission. There were other 
members on the Commission, but Sol ran 
the show and dished out the jobs. The 
Commission lasted several years and cost 
taxpayers more than $500,000, including 
the cost of 5,000 plaster casts of The Fath- 
er of His Country at $4.50 each, which Sol 
distributed. 


Sol never forgot those lush days and last 


year revived them with a new idea, the 
U. S. Constitution Sesquicentennial Com- 
mission. 


As Chairman of the Commission, Sol lob- 


bied through Congress a $200,000 grant to 
finance preparations for celebrating in 
September, 1937, the 150th anniversary of 
the signing of the Constitution. With this 
Cozy nest-egg he swung into action and in 
a short time had rented ten offices, assem- 
bled a staff of 45 employees, all selected 
by himself. He even published under his 
personal copyright 250,000 copies of a 
booklet entitled "The Story of the Consti- 
tution."

OF THE MANY worms that are 


parasites in the human intestine, 
the common ones are the tape- 
worm, the roundworm and the pin- 
<vorm. The tapeworm Is harmless 
and never causes any trouble: it 
does not even cause a big appetite, 
contrary to popular opinion. The 
pinworm may be very annoying, 
but not actually dangerous. But 
the roundworm is potentially dan- 
gerous and a real enemy. 


The roundworm is quite large, 


may be the size of an earthworm, 
is white and its body is firmer than 
an earthworm and not segmented. 


It may infect anyone in any cli- 


mate, but particularly is likely to 
attack children. The habits of chil- 
dren are such as to spread the par- 
asite q u i c k l y and thoroughly. 
Roundworms enter the human body 
as eggs, and infection occurs di- 
rectly from another human being. 
There is no intermediate host. 


When the eggs leave the stomach 


and enter the intestine the diges- 
tive juices activate the larvae and 
they emerge from the eggshell. In 
this young stage, the larvae often 
penetrate the walls of the intestine 
and enter the lymphatic vessels, a 
carried by the blood stream to the 
lungs. Their presence in the air 
spaces of the lungs may cause Irri- 
tation which resembles pneumonia. 
From the lungs they may make 
their way up to the throat, be swal- 
lowed and develop into adult worms 
in the intestine again. 


Besides the lung inflammation, 


they may cause digestive disturb- 
ances, diarrhea, loss of appetite and 
even intestinal obstruction from 
the matting together of a mass of 


vorms. The diagnosis is usually 
made when a worm or a number of 
worms is found to have passed out 
of the intestine. This does not 
mean that all the worms are gone; 
on the contrary it points to the fact 
:hat there are probably a great 
many left. Diagnosis can also be 
made by examination of the stool 
for eggs. 


Treatment Is Effective 


Treatment is effective. 
There 


are quite a number of drugs which 
will kill these worms. They are 
easier to get rid of than either 
tapeworms or pinworms. The drugs 
used are Chenopodium, or Ameri- 
can wormseed and santonin. Sev- 
eral new drugs, apparently more 
effective and certainly less toxic 
than these, have recently been in- 
troduced. The preparation of tha 
patient beforehand is almost impor- 
tant. It consists in the emptying 
of the digestive tract and the ab- 
stinence from food. 


The extent to which the popula- 


tion is infested, particularly in ru- 
ral and impoverished parts of the 
country, may be realized when it 
is known that near the Gulf of 
Mexico of 776 white school children 
examined, 37 per cent were infest- 
ed, and not far away among 511 
Negro children 50 per cent were 
infested. Thus the roundworm pre- 
sents a considerable health prob- 
lem. Prevention should be directed 
toward thorough washing of all 
vegetables before eating them. The 
use of human excreta as fertilizing 
material for truck gardens is a 
public health 
menace. Personal 


cleanliness to the extent of wash- 
ing of hands before meals, If chil- 
dren have been playing in the dirt, 
is also required.

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PRESIDENT 
WORRIED 
OVER 
WAR 
IffASHINGTON — There has been no ex - 
ag g eration about 
reports 
that the 
President is worried ov er the J apanese- 
Chinese conflict. In priv ate talk with his 
State Department adv isers he has indica­ 
ted that he is more worried about this than 
about any other problems facing him— in­ 
cluding the Supreme Court fig ht. 
The two chief factors which cause worry 
a re: 
1. Fear that war between J apan and 
China will spread to the rest of the world. 
Should Russia come into the fray ag ainst 
her traditional enemy , then J apan’s ally 
Germany would immediately follow, and 
the fat would be in the fire. 
2. More immediate is necessity of the 
United States declaring an arms embarg o 
ag ainst both J apafi and China under the 
Neutrality Act. This would mean a tre­ 
mendous handicap to China and none at 
all to J apan, for J apan has ample arma­ 
ment and war supplies while China has al­ 
most none. 
Among the President’s adv isers it is felt 
that this adv antag e should not be thrown 
to J apan if there is any way to g et around 
it. They consider China a traditional friend 
of the United States, while J apan’s imperi- 
s alistic ambitions and her plans for the div i­ 
sion of China— to put it mildly — are not 
: ideals which the United States wants to 
. further. 
That is why ev ery teleg ram from Ameri­ 
can env oy s in the Orient is sent to the 
White House immediately , and why Roose­ 
v elt g ets a personal report from State De­ 
partment ex perts at least twice a day .

SOL’S CONSTITUTION 
Tammany Cong ressman Sol Bloom, jocu­ 
lar, diamond-sporting ex -theatrical mag ­ 
nate, has been known in the past as the 
Man Who Made Georg e Washing ton Fa­ 
mous. But now it looks as if he would be­ 
come the Man Who Preserv ed the Consti­ 
tution. 
Sol is a shrewd operator. A few y ears 
ag o he g rabbed sev eral hundred 
juicy 
plums throug h the Georg e Washing ton Bi­ 
centennial Commission. There were other 
members on the Commission, but Sol ran 
the show and dished out the jobs. 
The 
Commission lasted sev eral y ears and cost 
tax pay ers more than $5 00,000, including 
the cost of 5 ,000 plaster casts of The Fath­ 
er of His Country at $4 .5 0 each, which Sol 
distributed. 
Sol nev er forg ot those lush day s and last 
y ear rev iv ed them with a new idea, the 
U. S. Constitution Sesquicentennial Com­ 
mission. 
As Chairman of the Commission, Sol lob­ 
bied throug h Cong ress a $200,000 g rant to 
finance preparations for celebrating in 
September, 19 37 , the 15 0th anniv ersary of 
the sig ning of the Constitution. With this 
Cozy nest-eg g he swung into action and in 
a short time had rented ten offices, assem­ 
bled a sta ff of 4 5 employ ees, all selected 
by himself. He ev en published under his 
personal copy rig ht 25 0,000 copies 
of 
a 
booklet entitled “ The Story of the Consti­ 
tution.”

OF THE MANY wo rms that are 
parasites in the human intestine, 
the co mmo n o nes are the tape­ 
wo rm, the ro undwo rm and the pin- 
wo rm. The tapewo rm is harmless 
and never causes any tro uble: it 
do es no t even cause a big- appetite, 
co ntrary to po pular o pinio n. 
The 
pinwo rm may be very anno ying, 
but no t actually dangero us. 
But 
the ro undwo rm is po tentially dan­ 
gero us and a real enemy. 
The ro undwo rm is quite large, 
may be the size o f an earthwo rm, 
is white and its bo dy is firmer than 
an earthwo rm and no t segmented. 
It may infect anyo ne in any cli­ 
mate, but particularly is likely to 
attack children. The habits o f chil­ 
dren are such as to spread the par­ 
asite q u i c kl y and tho ro ughly. 
Ro undwo rms enter the human bo dy 
as eggs, and infectio n o ccurs di­ 
rectly fro m ano ther human being. 
There is no intermediate ho st. 
When the eggs leave the sto mach 
and enter the intestine the diges­ 
tive juices activate the larvae and 
they emerge fro m the eggshell. In 
this yo ung stage, the larvae o ften 
penetrate the walls o f the intestine 
and enter the lymphatic vessels, are 
carried by the blo o d stream to the 
lungs. Their presence in the air 
spaces o f the lungs may cause irri­ 
tatio n w-hich resembles pneumo nia. 
Fro m the lungs they may make 
their way up to the thro at, be swal­ 
lo wed and develo p into adult wo rms 
in the Intestine again. 
Besides the lung inflammatio n, 
they may cause digestive disturb­ 
ances, diarrhea, lo ss o f appetite and 
even intestinal o bstructio n fro m 
the matting to gether o f a mass o f 


wo rms. The diagno sis is usually 
made when a wo rm o r a number o f 
wo rms is fo und to have passed o ut 
o f the intestine. 
This do es no t 
mean that all the wo rms are go ne; 
o n the co ntrary it po ints to the fact 
that there are pro bably a great 
many left. Diagno sis can also be 
made by examinatio n o f the sto o l 
fo r eggs. 
Treatment Is Effective 
Treatment is effective. 
There 
are quite a number o f drugs which 
will kill these wo rms. They are 
easier to get rid o f than either 
tapewo rms o r pinwo rms. The drugs 
used are Cheno po dium, o r Ameri­ 
can wo rmseed and santo nin. Sev­ 
eral new drugs, apparently mo re 
effective and certainly less to xic 
than these, have recently been in­ 
tro duced. The preparatio n o f the 
patient befo rehand is almo st impo r­ 
tant. It co nsists in the emptying j 
o f the digestive tract and the ab- | 
stinence fro m fo o d. 
The extent to which the po pula­ 
tio n is infested, particularly in ru­ 
ral and impo verished parts o f the 
co untry, may be realized when it 
is kno wn that near the Gulf o f 
Mexico o f 776 white scho o l children 
examined, 37 per cent were infest­ 
ed, and no t far away amo ng 511 
Negro children 50 per cent were 
infested. Thus the ro undwo rm pre­ 
sents a co nsiderable health pro b­ 
lem. Preventio n sho uld be directed 
to ward tho ro ugh washing o f all 
vegetables befo re eating them. The 
use o f human excreta as fertilizing 
material fo r truck gardens is a 
public health menace. 
Perso nal 
cleanliness to the extent o f wash­ 
ing o f hands befo re meals, if chil­ 
dren have been playing in the dirt, 
is also required.

soda over dates and shortening.

FARGO, N. D., 62 YEARS OLD 


BISMARCK, N. D., (UP)-North 


Dakota's incorporated cities range 
from a three-year-old youngster 
—Watford City—to a patriach of 
62 years — Fargo — according to 
records of the secretary of state. 
The Red River Valley, famous 
wheat region, was the first to be 
settled.
